“September 13, 19 45, 
“Dear Folks, 
“Thought 1 would drop you a 
few lines this evening and tell 
you a little bit about what we've 
been doing since they stopped cen­ 
sorship. 
Well, we came over from 
Saipan on a LST and we hit the 
beach on 26 April, but before we 
made a beach landing we stayed m 
the harbor for two days which 1 
didn’t like a bit. 
Those Jap sui­ 
cide planes coine over every night. 
The first night one dove at us 
and missed the bow of the ship 
about two feet. 
If you wanted 
to see some boys 
pray 
fast you 
should have seen us. But the ship 
next to us got him as he was pull­ 
ing out of his di\e so the day 
after that we beached and the sec­ 
ond day after that we were at­ 
tacked by a Jap plane but nobody 
was hurt, we were in our foxholes 
too fast. 
That night we couldn’t 
sleep for the guns and ack ack 
over our heads. 
“One day before the fighting 
was over on this island my buddy 
and I were up in the hills and we 
had our bare, that is the name of 
rifle we had. It is like a machine 
gun, and we saw three Japs run 
out of a cave so we shot and asked | 
question.s later. We didn’t na\e tol 
ask them though.'’

Storm Blew Tent Down 
In 
the 
second 
letter 
written 
September 19 he said: 
“Dear Mom; 
“We had a big storm last night 
and today w'hich really did a lot 
of damage. 
It was about an »SO 
mile wnnd coming right off the 
ocean. It blew down our tent and 
about thirty-live others. We didn’t 
have 
any 
place 
to 
sleep 
and 
couldn’t fix any wdiile the wind 
was blowing so hard. All of my 
clothes w’ere soaked besides w'hat 
I had on. Lots of my stuff I won’t 
be able to use again. We are about 
three blocks from the bay and 
there is a seaplane base there 
where about fifty seaplanes were, 
and there were about twenty sunk 
and ten washed upon the beach. 
There w^as a dock down where 
ships unloaded cargo and it was 
torn to 
pieces 
and 
three 
men 
drowned. 
The planes dowm on 
our strip broke lose and were 
bloW'U over and running loo.se by 
themselves. About every building 
around here had the roof torn off, 
and this kind of w^eather is just 
starting, so they say. 
“Tyrone Power w’as here to get 
a haircut the other day. He is a 
pilot of one those C-46 planes that 
take the guys to Tokyo. I’m going 
up there one of these days if I ever 
get a chance. 
“They put me on a new job this 
morning. I’m in charge of a bunch 
of natives we’ve got working for 
us. 
I sit around and read while 
they work. They bring me a lot of 
souvenir.s of the kind of shoes 
and things they wear on this is­ 
land. I have been on six different 
islands since I’ve been over here. 
Love, BiLssie.’'
